PRESIDENT 
WILSON'S 
SPEECH 


President Wilson's speech 
to 
tlio 


American Federation of Labor dele- 
gates, assembled at Buffalo, is one 
"of the finest 
ho ever delivered. 
It 


deals with the problems of the war, 


• •'the menace of world domination by 


Germany, stronger 
now than at any 


other time sineo 
this opening of the 


war, and the great need of co-opera- 
tion so as to keep the productivity of 
our industrial energy at the highest 
point of efficiency. 


Some passages oi the speech were 


evidently intended 
to 
reach 
across 


the ocean, noc only to Germany hut to 
F.ussia and other nations, bearing a 
message upon the impossibility of a 
world at peace with a German em- 
pire as now traced on the new map 
of Europe and 
Asia, 
and with the 


Hohenzollerns in control. 


The president expressed his amaze- 


ment that any group in Russia should 
be so 111 informed as to suppose that 
any reforms planned in the interests 
of the people of Russia can live in 
tha presence of a Germany strong 
enough to overthrow 
or undermine 


them by intrigue or force. 
In that 


statement there was a broad hint for 
some groups 
in the 
United States 


who tHnk we have no business in 
the wa 
and that it does not con- 


cern 11: what power is uppermost in 


T-

he 
president 
brought 
the 


his remarks 
home to the 


f this country as well as to 
Russia when he said. 


•'Any Body ot free men tnat com- 


pounds with the present German gov- 
ernment is compounding for its ow 
destruction. But that is not the whol 
of the story. 
Any man in Amerlc 


or anywhere else, who supposes tha 
the free industry and enterprise 
the world can continue if the Pan 
German plan is achieved and Ger 
man power fastened upon the work 
is as. fatuous as the dreamers o 
Pussia," 


These solemn words may enlighten 


those who may fail to see what a 
' German victory 
in this war 
would 


mean, or those others, now happily 
few in this country, who still have 
sympathy for Germany. 


While the president 
in the 
mos 


diplomatic and tactful manner ap- 
pealed for co-operation between cap- 
ital and labor, and particularly for 
their coming together in a joint ef- 
fort to stand behind the government 
in'the war, he counseled self-contro 


the enemy by entering upon a Btrik 
that will delay the preparations fo 
the greatest conflict ever waged 01 
this earth. It is important, nay, it i 
supremely 
vital, 
that 
every 
man 


wqrnan and child stand ready to di 
everything possible to 
promote 
th 


cause of our country and to guari 
well against anything calculated 
ti 


hamper the government or retard it 
work for the prosecution of the war 


Often it is but a slight delay or a 


slight oversight that leads indirectly 
it may he, to a great disaster. 


The story of Vimy Ridge in which 


a Canadian regiment was annihilate! 
for lack of ammunition that was de 
layed by carelessness, carries an am 
portant lesson. 
. 


In view of the momentous possibi 


lities of disaster even in a slight de- 
lay, it is gratifying to note the Btanc 
taken by the American Federation o 
Labor in calling off the strikes 
on 


government 
contracts. 
All 
labo: 


troubles should be settled by arbitra- 
tion during the war, and in such 
cases all loyal workmen should abide 
by the decision. 


The Bolshevik! seems to have the 


tipperhand temporarily in Petrograd 
but it 
is hoped 
that the 
common 


sense of the people will at last pre- 
vail and restore order. The German 
element there is a continual source oi 
rouble 
in its 
insidious 
modes oJ 


causing strife. 


and a spirit of mutual concession that 
might prevent costly conflicts. 
He 


advised the coming together of the 
parties in dispute so as to talk things 
over, each hearing the other side of 
the case and realizing that it de- 
serves consideration as well aa 
his 


own. 


The climax of this appeal was elo- 


quent and to the point, as was made 
plain when the president laid down 
this principle as the test of a true 
American: 


"Let us show ourselves Americans 


by showing that we do not want to 
go off in separate camps or groups by 
ourselves, but that 
we want to co- 


operate with all other classes and all 
other groups in a common enterprise, 
which is to release the spirit of the 
world from bondage." 


In a very plain and simple way, 


the president intimated that nobody 
•would be allowed to stand in the way 
of the government until the job is 
finished. He wanted team work un- 
der right conditions, asserting that 
any horse that kicked over the traces 
would be put in a corral. 
He also 


hinted at instrumentalities 
not yet 


fully 
organized 
by 
which 
various 


things now going 
on shall not be 


permitted to go on. He referred par- 
ticularly to certain practices on the 
part of employes which have led to 
conflicts calculated to 'nterrupt 
the 


successful work on war essentials. 


The candid yet resolute tone of this 


speech, its appeal 
to the spirit 
of 


patriotism 
and fail-ness, 
but 
more 


especially its 
reassurance 
to 
labor 


that justice will be done, make it a 
most significant utterance that can- 
.not fail to have a good effect in unit- 
ing the nation's energies for better 
work in support of the government 


'th a view to hastening a glorious 
Jtory in the war.

prevention, and Important safety cam- 
paigns have been carried on by manj 
employers and by many private and 
public organizations. No doubt 
these 


efforts h»ve been successful In reduc- 
ing the huge toll of death and suffer- 
ing which modern Industry levies upon 
Jts workers. But the effectiveness of 
all such efforts has 
been

handicapped by the general lack of in-

White House Nov. 22, President Wil- 
son will appeal to the labor leaders 
to defer any labor struggle until af- 
ter the country has 
passed 
through 
the period where 
its 
transportation 
systems are so vital to the conduct of 
the war. 
With the announcement of this con- 
ference it was disclosed that 
Presi- 
dent Wilson while entertaining every 
hope for a complete agreement, does 
not Intend to 
permit 
the 
country's 
transportation systems to be tied up 
by a strike at this critical time in the 
nation's history 
even if it 
becomes 
necessary for the government to op- 
erate the railroads. 
Tt was disclosed today that Judgo 


William L.. Chambers, head of the fed- 
eral board of mediation and concilia- 
tion already has been holding' confer- 
ences with the heads 
of 
the 
"big 
four" brotherhoods. The status of the 
proceedings HO far shows a disinclina- 
tion of the brotherhood heads to com- 
mit themselves to a plan of arbitrat- 
ing the differences and the hope of the 
government 
negotiators 
is 
for 
an 
agreement which will 
postpone any 


disruption of the transportation sys- 
tems until after the war. 
President's Attitude 


The following letter from President 


Wilson to Judge Chambers expresses 
the president's attitude toward the sit- 
uation: 


"My dear Judge Chambers: May J not 


^xpress my very deep and serious in- 
teiest in your efforts to bring the rail- 
i oad executives and. the brotherhoods 
engaged 
in 
train 
operation 
to an 
agreement that there shall be no in- 
terruption in their relations on either 
side until ample opportunity shall have 
been afforded the United States board 
of mediation and conciliation to tiring 


about if possible an 
amicable agree- 
ment and that in the event of a failure 
to bring about such an agreement .any 
controversy that may have arisen will 
be submitted to arbitration in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the New- 
lands law. 
"I take it for granted that your ef- 


forts will succeed because It is incon- 
ceivable 
to me that 
patriotic men 
should now for a moment contemplate 
the interruption of the transportation 
which is so absolutely necessary to thp 
safety of the nation and to its success 
in arms, as.well as to Us whole indus- 
trial life; but I wanted, nevertheless, 
to express my deep interest in the mat- 
ter and to wish you Goodspeed. 
"The last thing 1 should wish to .con- 
template would be the possibility of 
being 
obliged to tako any 
unusual 
measures to operate the railways and 
I have so much confidence that the men 
you are dealing with will appreciate 
tho patriotic motives underlying your 
efforts that.I shall look forward with 
assurance to y'o'ur success.

the president which is planned for 
2.30 p. m., Thursday, will have refer- 
ence to tho arbitration features of the 
proposed agreement. It Is understood

president Wilson's speech 
lo 
the 


American Federation o£ Labor dele- 
gates, a.sserabled at Buffalo, is one 
p£ the linest 
lie ever delivered. 
Ii. 


deals with the problems of the war, 
the menace of world domination by 
Germany, stronger 
now than at any 


other time since 
the opening or the 


war, and the great need o£ eo-opera- 
tion so as to keep tho productivity or 
our industrial energy at the highest 
point of efficiency. 


Some passages .of 
the speech were 


evidently intended 
to 
reach 
across 


the ocean, not only to Germany but to 
Russia and other nations, bearing a 
message upon the impossibility of a 
world at peace with a German em- 
pire as now traced on tho new map 
of Europe and 
Asia, 
and with the 


Hohenzollerns in control. 


The president expressed his amaze1* 


ment that any group in Russia should 
be so ill informed as to suppose that 
any reforms planned in the interests 
of the people of Russia can live in 
the presence of a Germany strong 
enough to overthrow 
or undermine 


them by intrigue or force. 
In that 


statement there was a broad hint for 
some groups 
in the 
United States 


who .think we have no business in 
the war, 
and that it does not con 


cern us what power is uppermost in 
Europe. 


But 
the 
president 
brought 
tilt. 


force of 
his remarks 
home to the 


people of this country as well as to 
those of Russia when he said. 


the enemy by entering upon u strike 
that will delay tho preparations foi 
tho greatest conlliet ever waged on 
this earth. It is important, nay, it is 
supremely 
vital, 
that 
every 
num. 


woman and child stand ready to do 
everything possible to 
promote 
the 


cause of our country and to guard 
well against anything calculated to 
hamper the government or retard its 
work for tho prosecution of tho wur. 


Often it is but a slight delay or a 


slight oversight that leads indirectly, 
it may be, to a great disaster. 


The story of Vimy Ridge in which 


a Canadian regiment was annihilated 
for lack of ammunition that was de- 
layed by carelessness, carries an im- 
portant le,sson. 


In view of the momentous possibi- 


lities of disaster even in a slight de- 
lay, 
it is gratifying to note the stand 


taken by the American Federation of 
Labor in calling off 
the strikes 
on 


government 
contracts. 
All labor 


troubles should be settled by arbitra- 
tion during the war, 
and in such 


cases all loyal workmen should abide 
by the decision. 


"Any body of free men that com- 


pounds with the present German gov- 
ernment is compounding for its own 
destruction. But that is not the whole 
of the story. 
Any man in America 


or anywhere else, who supposes that 
the free industry and enterprise of 
the world can continue if tho Pan- 
German' plan is achieved and Ger- 
man power fastened upon the world, 
is as 
fatuous 
as the 
dreamers of 


Russia." 


These solemn words may enlighten 


those who may fail to see what a 
German victory 
in this war would 


mean, or those others, now happily 
few in this country, who still have 
sympathy for Germany. 


While the president 
in tho 
most 


diplomatic and tactful manner ap- 
pealed for co-operation between cap- 
ital and labor, and particularly for 
their coming together in a joint ef- 
fort to stand behind the government 
in the war, he counseled self-control 
and a spirit of mutual concession that 
might prevent costly conflicts. 
He 


advised the coming together of the 
parties in dispute so as to talk things 
over, each hearing the other side of 
the case and realizing that it de- 
serves consideration as well as 
his 


own. 


The climax of this appeal was elo- 


quent and to the point, as was ma.de 
plain when the president -laid down 
this principle as the test of a true 
American: 


"Let us show ourselves Americans 


. by showing that we do not want to 


go off in separate camps or groups by 
ourselves, but that, 
we want to co- 


operate with all other classes and all 
other groups in a common enterprise. 
which is to release the spirit of the 
world from bondage." 


In a very plain and simple way, 


the president intimated that nobody 
would be allowed to stand in the way 
of the government until the job is 
finished. 
He wanted team work tin- 


der right conditions, asserting that 
any horse that kicked over the traces 
would be put in a corral. 
Ho also 


hinted at instrumentalities not yet 
iutty 
organized 
by 
which 
various 


things now going 
on shall not be 


permitted to go on. lie referred par- 
ticularly to certain practices on the 
part of employes which have led to 
conflicts calculated to interrupt 
the 


successful work on war essentials. 


The candid yet resplute tone of this 


speech, its appeal 
to the spirit of 


patriotism 
and fairness, 
but 
more 


especially its 
reassurance 
to labor 


that justice will be done, make it a 
most significant utterance that can- 
not fail to have a good effect in unit- 
ing the nation's energies for better 
work in support of the government 
with a view to hastening a glorious 
victory in the war. 


The Bolshevist seems to • have the 


upperhand temporarily in Petrograd, 
but it 
is hoped that the common
